They noticed three persons chat- 
ting across the street. These were 
William Kelly of Trevose, Frank J. 
W alter, of Feasterville and Horace 
Patterson, who recently returnee 
from his Korean ordeal. 
Th# testimony is, the trlgger-pull- 
ers thought one or more of those per­ 
sons would tty to prevent the get­ 
away. So after the quartette had 
jumped into their car, they drove 
slowly past the trio and one of the 
bandits Bred two shot* at Kelly 
and Walter. One shot hit Kelly 
above his right eye and passed 
completely through hts head. The 
shot aimed at W alter went wild. 
William Kelly was rushed to the 
Abington Hospital and was operat­ 
ed on, hut be was too far gone.
